ANOTHER STORY OF OUR FELLOW HAM 


ED SHANNON — WA6JMR 


This is little history on how Ed became a 
‘HAM’. During the early 70’s, Ed’s brother Ray 
became interested in becoming an Amateur Radio 
operator, and he began studying for his license. 
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Ray received his license in 1972, and after a while 
received the call ‘WA6JMR’. Ed was around, and 
helped put up antennas, but was not interested in 
becoming a ‘HAM’ at that time. He was a over the 
road truck driver for 47 years. He lived in California 
for 65 years, and Ed and Patty returned to Hannibal 
in 2003. Larry Shannon, Ed’s nephew, and son of 
Ray, came back to Hannibal, and had set his mind 
that he was going to pass the test for his ham 
license, and get the old call (WA6JMR) of his 
father’s, who had passed away in 1989. Larry 
studied hard, and achieved what he had set out to 
do, and was so happy to have his Dad’s call 
(WA6JMR). Larry became a member of the 
Hannibal Amateur Radio Club, and brought his 
‘Uncle Ed’ with him several times as a visitor. 
Shortly thereafter, Larry found out he was seriously 
ill, and made Ed promise to take his ‘HAM’ test and 
apply for the call of WA6JMR, to keep it in the 
family. Larry passed away in 2008. Ed studied 
hard, and passed his test, and got his tech license 
within a year of Larry’s death. With the help of 
Shelly, Larry’s wife, he applied for WAGJMR, and 
was lucky enough to get it. So, the call passed from 
Father, to son, to brother throughout the years. Ed 
is enjoying his radio, and is glad that he made the 
effort to get his license, and feels that he has 
fulfilled the promise that he made to his nephew, 
Larry. Ed is a current member of the Hannibal 
Amateur Radio Club, and is out there on the air 
most of the time, so give him a call (WA6JMR) 
anytime, and he will be glad to talk with you.

WHY IS AN AMATEUR RADIO OPERATOR 
CALLED A'HAM' ??? 


The reason why an amateur radio operator is called 
a ‘ham’ is not Known. Some relate these three 
letters (HAM) to the names of three great radio 
experimenters. They are- Hertz (who practically 
demonstrated the existence of electromagnetic 
waves in 1888), Armstrong (who developed a 
resonant oscillator circuit for radio frequency 
work) and Marconi (the 1909 Nobel laureate in 
Physics, who in the year 1901 established the 
first transatlantic radio contact). 

Some people believe that when the young 
and inexperienced radio enthusiasts began to 
venture on air with crude spark transmitters based 
on vehicle ignition coils, their Morse code 
transmission must have been pretty poor and 
professionals dismissed them as ‘ham fisted"! 
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While others have their own version; 
according to them during the earlier days of radio 
communication, government stepped in to conquer 
short-waves and allowed the radio amateurs to 
operate only on certain frequencies; thus the 
frequencies of amateur radio stations were 
sandwiched like a ‘ham sandwich’ and so 
amateur radio operator came to be called a ‘ham’. 

Another speculation is that the word "HAM" 
stands for "Help All Mankind" as reflected in its 
service towards people in distress during natural 
calamities, disasters and civil emergencies! 


"Ham: a poor operator. A 'plug'." 

That's the definition of the word given in G. 
M. Dodge's The Telegraph Instructor even before 
radio. The definition has never changed in wire 
telegraphy. The first wireless operators were 
landline telegraphers who left their offices to go to 
sea or to man the coastal stations. They brought 
with them their language and much of the tradition 
of their older profession. In those early days, spark 
was king and every station occupied the same 
wavelength--or, more accurately perhaps, every 
station occupied the whole spectrum with its broad 
spark signal. Government stations, ships, coastal 
stations and the increasingly numerous amateur 
operators all competed for time and signal 
supremacy in each other's receivers. Many of the 
amateur stations were very powerful. Two 
amateurs, working across town, could effectively 
jam all the other operators in the area. When this 
happened, frustrated commercial operators would 
call the ship whose weaker signals had been 
blotted out by the amateurs and say "SRI OM 
THOSE #8&$!@ HAMS ARE JAMMING YOU." 
Amateurs, possibly unfamiliar with the real meaning 
of the term, picked it up and applied it to 
themselves in true "Yankee Doodle" fashion and 
wore it with pride. As the years advanced, the 
original meaning has completely disappeared. 

There is a continuing debate on what the 
activities carried out by radio amateurs should be 
called. Some radio amateurs complain that the 
terms ‘ham radio’ is derogatory, and some even 
object to being called 'amateurs' on the ground 
that this may be taken to imply ‘amateurish’, but 
in fact nowadays amateur radio communication 
system is of more than the professional standard. 
Today, with most traffic sent by machine telegraphy 
or data communication, it is observed that there are 
fewer professional stations availing these facilities 
and Morse code heard on the amateur radio bands 
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is of more than the professional standard.
